We  are  submitting  herewith  The  One  Hundred  and  Twentij- 
seventh  Report  on  the  operation  of  the  pubHc  school  system 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  This  report  covers  the  biennium 
beginning  July  1,  1964,  and  ending  June  30,  1966. 

Included  in  this  i-eport  are  statistics  covering  pupils, 
staff,  finances,  school  organization  and  buildings,  curriculum, 
Baltimore  Junior  College,  and  the  Adult  Education  Program. 

Pupil  Statistics.  Forty-nine  tables  include  comparative 
enrollment  and  attendance  for  two  years;  net  roll  for  17  years; 
29-3^ear  trend  in  net  roll;  public  and  nonpublic  net  roll  by 
grades;  number  of  school  days  by  semester  for  19  years;  gen- 
eral summary  including  enrollment,  net  roll,  attendance, 
teachers,  principals,  number  of  days  in  session;  class  size  for 
1964-65;  15-year  trend  in  class  size;  special  education  class 
size;  history  of  part  timeness  for  30-year  study;  age  in  grades; 
withdrawals;  elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high  pupil  migra- 
tion over  city  lines;  test  results;  follow-up  of  graduates;  classifi- 
cation of  permanent  jobs  by  occupational  groups;  caseload  of 
school  social  woi'kers,  psychologists,  and  psychiatrists;  library 
books  for  pupils;  student  attendance;  number  of  pupils  in- 
volved in  radio  and  television  programs.

maxima;  trend  in  basic  salary  schedule;  enrollment  in  inservice 
professional  development  activities.

education;  expenditures  for  adult  education;  current  expendi- 
tures per  weighted  pupil  units  for  selected  great  cities;  12-year 
trend  in  current  expenditures,  average  daily  attendance;  trend 
in  property  tax  rate;  trends  in  school  bonded  indebtedness; 
median  salaries  and  size  of  building  level  staff;  valuation  of 
Baltimore  City  public  school  properties;  postwar  school  loan 
authorization  for  new  school  buildings;  capital  outlay  1945-1966. 

School  Organizations  and  Buildings.  Six  tables  deal  with 
school  loan  voting  1947-1964;  postwar  school  building  program 
projects;  buildings  being  constructed  from  school  loans  through 
June  30,  1966;  buildings  in  planning  stage  June  30,  1966;  sites 
for  future  buildings  1951-1966;  original  construction  dates  (by 
decades)  of  schools  in  operation  as  of  June  30,  1966.

budget  (general,  revolving,  and  loan  funds);  contributions  of 
state,  city,  and  other  sources;  percent  of  budget  derived  from 
state,  city,  and  student  tuition;  sources  of  income  other  than 
municipal  taxation  received  by  city  comptroller;  cost  of  operat- 
ing for  two  years  ending  June  30,  1966;  expenditures  by  other 
city  departments  for  the  Baltimore  Junior  College;  valuation  of 
Baltimore  Junior  College  property.
